How do Sunni scholars treat Shiites? 


Last time, we tried to see together how scholars and laymen treat Shites like innovators and infidels, 
despite the fact that there is no verse from the Koran or hadiths that treat them like this. This is 
because, as I said, the existence of the Shites dated back to the time of ‘Ali ibn Abi Twalib, that is to 
say, after the death of the Prophet, when there were chaos and political war raged between them 
(people). With the birth of the Shiites, the Sunni come into existence. 


I also said that Sunnis treat Shiites like this when they themselves are in a similar state or much worse. 
I gave examples of the mausoleums or dargas that the Shites constructed in Iran and the Sunnis 
constructed around the world. Both worship these mausoleums. I cited, as an example, the tomb of the 
Prophet in Medina, where all Sunnis, including Tawheed/Salafi jamaat, Sunnat jamaat, the Tabligh 
jamaat and the Shiites go for a visit during the pilgrimage or during other days. I proved to you that 
they are full of innovations by the fact that they allow decorations and ornaments of mosques, 
including those in Saudi Arabia, when the Prophet had categorically prohibited this. I gave you, the 
Sunnis, supporting evidence. Besides that, I wanted to know if you are aware that the Prophet was 
really buried in this tomb. 


I also reminded you that Sunnis must consider their persons, if there are no innovations in them, 
before treating the Shiites as innovators. 


Last time, I mentioned three quotes in which the Sunnis rely to treat the Shites as innovators. Now 
let's see together what contemporaries have to say about innovations and infidelity in Shites. 1 warn 
you that these verdicts (fatawa) will make of you rubbish people. Surely, these are things that Salafis 
Say: 


1 — Abu Hanifah said — I don't consider him as an inam since anyone around the corner can 
become imam after giving a few speeches here and there — that the Shiites are the same as the 
rawafid and whoever doubts their disbelief becomes guilty of it. 


People, who claim to be followers of Abu Hanifah, call themselves « orthodox Sunnis hanafis » and I 
think that they are all Sunnis, no matter what sect they adhere to. For example, fawheed jamaat or 
sunnat jamaat follow Abu Hanifah and they say that he was the greatest imam (imam-e-a'tham) that 
exists. As for me, I do not believe in such fallacies and yet you must be aware who the greatest imam 
is, but you do not say it. They prefer to give this title to another person who does not deserve it. 
Instead, they give Abu Hanifah the title they think he deserved. Let's see what ‘4bu Hanifah said 
about rawafid or Shiites: 
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Those who are not believers, like those who say that God has a body, the khawarij, the extremists 
among the rawafid (Shiites), those who say that the Koran was created, their testimonies are not valid 
against Muslims (Qurratu ‘uyun-ul-akhyar takmilat radd-ul-mulkhtar: vol. 1, page 522). 
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Some of the rawafid (Shiites) allowed that, God damn them (4/-mabsut: vol. 17, page 222). 
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And among the rawafid (Shiites), the one who gives superiority to ‘Ali, on the three others, is an 
innovator (Sharh kanz-ul-dagaid: vol. 1, page 135; Fath-ul-gadir: vol. 12, page 183). 
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No one among the scholars has denied and rejected it (the farawih) except the rawafid, may God not 
bless them (4/-mabsut: vol. 3, page 170). 
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Regarding rawafid (Shiütes), God curse them, it is because they consider the words of the People of 
the Book... (4l-mabsut: vol. 14, page 68). 


These people, that is to say the Sunnis, consider it fit to form a sect and they adopt the name of 
«orthodox Sunnis hanafis». They say that they follow, strictly, the words of ‘Abu Hanifah, even if 
these are in conflict with the Koran and the hadiths. This is how they became blind. 


« God curse them » (the Shiites): Is it the same curse that God made to Jews and Christians? If you 
say yes, then I have to say that rawafid are equal to Jews and Christians. What right had Abu Hanifah 
to say that God cursed them? Can we say that the pleas made by him were accepted? Can you provide 
proof to this? 


I am sure and certain that if Abu Hanifah was still here, he would have chased you with a saber. Do 
you dare create a sect in his name and call him the greatest imam (imam-e-a'tham)? 


The Sunnis (tawheed jamaat, sunnat jamaat, salafi jamaat and tabligh jamaaf) must keep in mind that 
the Shiites believe in 12 imams or amirs or caliphs and they do not believe in the four imams. What is 
the difference, if not only in numbers? What is most surprising is that the Shütes bring evidences that 
are taken from the Sunnis books on the 12 imams, but the Sunnis have no evidence at all on the four 
imams! It's funny, isn't it? The Shites are awaiting a 13° imam in the person of a/-Mahdi, an 
additional legend to many other legends. How far would the so-called Sunnis, not the Shites, continue 
in this way and follow this path? Don't you think that it is high time to end this abuse of Shiites and 
consider your own positions? 


The Prophet said in a hadith: 
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The believer is neither blasphemous, nor does he give many curses, nor is he rude, nor is he obscene 
(Jami’ at-Tirmizi: vol. 4, book 1, hadith 1977; Muswannaf Ibn Abi Chaybah: vol. 1, page 238, hadith 
355; Al-bazzar: vol. 4, page 330, hadith 1523, vol. 5, page 296, hadith 1914, vol. 8, page 176, hadith 
3207; Musnad Abu Ya'la: vol. 9, page 20, hadith 5088, page 258, hadith 5379; Sahih Ibn Hibban: 
vol. 1, page 421, hadith 192; Al-mu'jam al-kabir: vol. 10, page 207, hadith 10483; Al-mu'jam al- 
awsat: vol. 2, page 225, hadith 1814; Al-mustadrak ‘alas-sahihayne: vol. 1, page 57, hadiths 29, 30; 
As-sunan al-kubra: vol. 10, page 325, hadith 20794, page 411, hadith 21140; As-sunan as-swa'ir: 
vol. 4, page 183, hadith 3374; Majma'-uz-zawaid: vol. 1, page 97, hadith 347, vol. 8, page 72, hadith

Before insulting the Shites, was not Abu Hanifah aware of this hadith? Wasn't he a believer? That's 
why he invoked curses on rawafid? And you, contemporary Muslim, do you not know it? Has God 
given you authority to mvoke curses on the Shiites? Do you know if the Shiites curse you? 


It appears strange, very strange indeed, that the Prophet said such things for the believers, but he was 
himself involved in it, which is completely contradictory. He himself cursed the following people: 


1. The one who uses the wig (Sahih al-Bukhari: vol. 6, book 60, hadith 409, vol. 7, book 62,

The effeminate men and women who imitate men (Sahih al-Bukhari: vol. 7, book 72, hadiths

Whoever tattoos and gets tattooed, the one who consumes interest and gives it to people 
(Sahih al-Bukhari: vol. 7, book 63, hadith 259, book 34, hadith 440, book 72, hadiths 816, 
820, 825; Sunan Abu Dawood: book 34, hadith 4156; Sunan an-Nasai: vol. 4, book 27, hadith 
3445, vol. 6, book 48, hadith 5098, 5102), 


The woman who often goes to the cemetery (Jami’ at-Tirmizi : vol. 2, book 5, hadith 1056; 
Sunan an-Nasai: vol. 3, book 21, hadith 2045; Sunan Ibn Majah: vol. 1, book 6, hadiths 1574, 
1575, 1576); 


The one who photograph others (Sahih al-Bukhari: vol. 3, book 34, hadiths 299, 440); 


The one who plucks facial hair and the one who creates space between the teeth to make 
herself beautiful (Sahih al-Bukhari: vol. 7, book 72, hadith 832; Jami’ at-Tirmizi: book. 5, 
book 41, hadith 2782; Sunan an-Nasai: vol. 6, book 48, hadith 5102; Sunan Ibn Majah: vol. 
1, book 6, hadith 1585); 


Whoever consumes, gives, writes and testifies to interest transactions (Sahih Muslim: book 
10, hadiths 3880, 3881; Sunan Abu Dawood: book 22, hadith 3327; Jami’ at-Tirmizi: vol. 1, 
book 12, hadith 1206; Sunan an-Nasai: vol. 4, book 27, hadith 3445, vol. 6, book 48, hadith 
5106; Sunan Ibn Majah: vol. 3, book 12, hadith 2277); 


The thief of an egg or an ox and his hand is cut off (Sahih al-Bukhari: vol. 8, book 81, hadith 
791); 


Whoever batters an animal (Sahih al-Bukhari: vol. 7, book 67, hadith 423, 424; Sahih 
Muslim: book 21, hadith 4815; Sunan an-Nasai: vol. 5, book 43, hadith 4447); 


. Whoever transforms a grave into a place of worship (Sunan an-Nasai: vol. 3, book 21, hadiths 


2045, 2048); 


. Whoever takes something with a soul as target (Sahih Muslim: book 21, hadith 4816; Sunan 


an-Nasai: vol. 5, book 43, hadith 4446); 


. Whoever marries a married woman so that her first husband becomes permissible for her 


(Abu Dawood: book 11, hadith 2071); 


. Whoever gives bribe and takes it (Sunan Abu Dawood: book 24, hadith 3573; Jami at- 


Tirmizi: vol. 3, book 13, hadiths 1336, 1337; Sunan an-Nasai: vol. 6, book 48, hadith 5107; 
Sunan Ibn Majah: vol. 3, book 13, hadith 2313); 


. Whoever shaves his head and raises his voice and tears his clothes in view of lamentation 


(Sunan an-Nasai: vol. 3, book 21, hadith 1868); 


Whoever accepts money as spilled (blood money) (Sahih al-Bukhari: vol. 7, book 72, hadith 
845), 


Whoever trades in wine (Jami’ at-Tirmizi: vol. 1, book 12, hadith 1295; Sunan Ibn Majah: 
vol. 4, book 30, hadith 3381). 


God said, about the infidels and the attitude that the Prophet had to adopt: 
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Their state in none of your concern, that He (God) forgives them or punishes them. These are men of 
injustices (3/128). 


Can you tell me how the Prophet stated such things about a believer then he did them himself? In 
addition, he says: 
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Cursing a believer is similar to killing him (Sahih al-Bukhari: vol. 8, book 73, hadiths 73, 126, 647; 
Sahih Muslim: book 1, hadith 202). 


And then: 
à éde fi css 4 LS Es da 54 


Whoever invokes a curse on something that does not deserve it, this curse returns to him (Sunan Abu 
Dawood: book 42, hadith 4890). 


How many curses did believers invoke and they turned against them? Wasn't the Prophet a believer? 
Have you ever been cursed? Or have you been blessed, this is why the community lives in a lethargy 
and your enemies have the upper hand on you and dominate you completely? Very often we hear that 
Islam is the fastest growing religion and will be victorious. But so far and 1,440 years have elapsed 
(according to the calendar instituted by ‘Othman) we are still awaiting this victory. How many people 
died but still nothing happened about this victory! Why this? Or do we just believe in this legend and 
there is no truth in it? Think well dear Sunni comrades! 


If we analyze the evidence on the Caliphate of ‘Abu Bakr and ‘Ali, we understand once for all where 
we need to be today. Of course, I will come back to this in separate posts and I will disclose to you the 
evidences of the Sunnis and that of the Shiites. Please be careful, because I am neither a member of 
Sunnat Jamaat (Sunnis) nor of the Shiites? l'm just revealing facts to you. The end point is in your 
camp! 


2 — Al-Bukhari, who the Sunnis say, had compiled about a million hadiths or, according to other 
sources, six hundred thousand, said: 
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I am hardly interested in knowing behind whom you are performing prayer, whether it is a 
Jahmi or a Rafidi or a Jew or a Christian. You must not greet them, do not wish them a good 
party, do not marry with them, do not accept their testimony and do not consume animals they 
sacrificed (Khalg afal-ul- ‘ibad: page 33; Charh-us-sunnah: vol. 1, page 228; ‘Agidatu ahl- 
us-sunnah: vol. 3, page 1122). 


How long have Muslims been praying behind a Jew or a Christian? Do you know? I have never heard 
about it! Did you hear? In other words, they meant that the Rafidi or Jahmi are worse than the Jews 
and the Christians, right? They say: «You must not greet them, do not wish them a good party, do not 
marry with them, do not accept their testimony and do not consume animals they sacrificed». Why do 
I say they consider the Jahmi and the Rafidi worse than the Jews and the Christians, it is because, for 
the Jews and the Christians, there are permissible things like for example: marry them (their women 
only) and consume the flesh of the animal they sacrifice. It's in the Koran. 
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Was al-Bukhari so superior that he contested verses of the Koran? I will come back later to the 
million or six hundred thousand hadith that he (al-Bukhari) had compiled and we will see the legend 
of his life. 


Ibn Taymiyah has made it clear that rawafid are infidels although he did not say it directly. 


Ibn Taymiyah had even said things that made his friends consider him as a disbeliever. For example, 
he supposedly said that the Koran was created (we don't know if it's true) and his friends called him a 
disbeliever and asked him to repent. I fully agree with him if this opinion of his is correct. If you ask 
me why, then I will tell you that I intend to deal with the subject in the near future and I will prove 
that the Koran was created, in the light of verses from the Koran itself. 


Abu Hanifah also said that the Koran was created and people called him a mushrik (polytheist): 
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Hammad ibn Abi Sulayman said: Please inform Abu Hanifah on my behalf, that I disavowed him as 
long as he does not repent. Sulaym said: He — that is to say Abu Hanifah — used to say that the Koran 
was created (Musnad Ibn al-Ja'd: page 66, nos. 353, 354). 


Ahmad called the man who said that the Koran was created infidel: 
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Ishaq bin Ibrahim al-Baghwi said he heard Ahmad ibn Hanbal saying, while he was being asked about 
the one who said that the Koran was created, he said: He is an infidel (Musnad Ahmad: vol. 1, page 
84). 


Elsewhere, he said: 
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And about the one who says that the texts of the Koran were created: He is à jahmi (Musnad Ahmad: 
vol. 1, page 85). 


If you are willing to say of me: kafir or mushrik, 1 will hardly be afflicted because, if for a person like 
Abu Hanifah, people dared to give such titles, then I am nothing before him. Whether you say it or 
keep silent, it doesn't matter at all to me! 


Shiites believe in the Koran and hadiths, although it is a bit different from Sunnis’s belief and they 
have their own books and their own transmission chains. Who is he who can say that the Koran of the 
Shiites is fabricated and that of Sunnis is true? We have over 25 versions of the Koran around the 
world, but is there anyone to say something about it? Zbn Taymiyah himself recognized that the Sunnis 
were instituted in view of differentiating themselves from the Shites. He said: 
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…and it is on this account that it was recognized in the public: People of innovations, that is to say 
rawafid. And the general public has known that the Sunnites are the opposite of Shiites, that is to say 
rawafid only... (Majmu'-ul-fatawa: vol. 28, page 482). 
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For this reason, people treated rafida as infidel … (Majÿmu‘-ul-fatawa: vol. 4, page 430). 


In several instances in his book, majmu-ul-fatawa, Ibn Taymiyah had treated rawafid as innovators. 
We remind you that ‘bn Taymiyah is a fervent guru of Salafis, just as they have Sheiks whom they 
consider as gurus. 


How could Zbn Taymiyah say that the Shiites were innovators while among the Sunnis we see 
countless innovations, as I highlighted in the previous post? Zbn Taymiyah was at the head of those 
who had adopted the name Sunnis to differentiate themselves from the Shiites? I gave, as an example, 
the tomb of the Prophet in the mosque of Medina. And we know what the Prophet said about it. 
However, he dared say that Shiites are innovators! Also, I have proved how Muslims in general and 
the Sunnis in particular have adopted this principle and each time they go on a pilgrimage, they visit 
the tomb of the Prophet. I wonder if the Prophet's corpse is really buried there. Is there anyone who 
can prove this? 


3 — Ibn Baz, Abdullah ibn Ou'ud, Abdullah ibn ‘Adyan, ‘Abdur Razag ‘Afifi: 


Ibn Baz and the others mentioned above, were/are scholars and muftis of Saudi Arabia and I think 
they were/are only for this country. They represented/represent a group of gurus for Salafis. Let's see 
what they say in their books: fatawa al-lajnah about rawafid or Shiüites, as they are known to 
Muslims: 
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(a) À Muslim is not allowed to comply with the (mazhab) of the Shiites imamiyah and Shiites 
zaydiyyah and those who resemble them among people of innovation, such as the khawarij 
and the mutazilah (Fatawa al-lajnah ad-daimah: vol. 5, page 45; Al-fatawa al-islamiyvah: 
vol. 1, page 153). 


By the simple fact that they say « a Muslim is not allowed... », this gives us to understand that the 
Shiites are not Muslims, that is to say, they are infidels.

(b) This hadith has no known source, but it is part of the fabricated ones. These are lies from the 
Shiites, as warned by scholars in this matter (Fatawa al-lajnah ad-daimah: vol. 4, page 463). 


Now, we see that they are treating the Shiites as liars and hadiths fakers. Do you think that only 
among the Shites there are hadiths fakers? Among Sunnis too there are liars and forgers of hadiths. 
Do they have nothing to say about it? 
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(c) We warn against the books of innovators such as Shiites and others (Fatawa al-lajnah ad- 
daimah: vol. 12, page 131). 


Are the Shiites the only innovators? Among Sunnis, aren't there innovators? I have already shown to 
you that among Sunnis there are a lot of innovations that lead to idolatry and infidelity. Muslims must 
be on their guard before it's too late! Scholars in Saudi Arabia sometimes say decent things, but 
sometimes they are under pressure from the authority. 


This is why — I think — that you will not hear about decorations and ornaments of mosques in Saudi 
Arabia and you will not hear anyone talking about the tomb of the Prophet in the mosque in Medina. 
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(d) You must learn from known scholars for their knowledge and ideologies. You must stay away 
from innovators, those who are in conflict with the people of Sunnah (Sunnis or ahl-us- 
sunnah). And among these innovators are the Shiites imamiyah. Do not study with them, do 
not correspond with them and ignore their books, otherwise you will be lost from the path of 
God (Fatawa al-lajnah ad-daimah: vol. 12, page 100). 


It is obvious that Sunni scholars are treating the Shiites as innovators and infidels. 


I make a press call to the Sunnis and ask them to watch their own spells before taking care of the 
others. Others may be better than them in many things. Don't get carried away and say things now and 
then. The tongue is devoid of bones, if you do not control it, it controls you!
